nomination of George P. Shultz 
to succeed outgoing Secretary 
of the Treasury John B. Con- 
nally has been confirmed unan- 
imously by the Senate.

post in President Nixon's Cabi- 
net. Presumably, he will be 
sworn in shortly. 


Shultz, 51, served as secre- 


tary of labor for 
17 months

Then he moved to the White 
House to become director of the 
President's Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget. 


Shultz, an economist, served 


as dean of the Graduate School 
of Business at the University of 
Chicago before joining the Nix- 
on Cabinet in 1969. He has be- 
come one of Nixon's closest ad- 
visers.

They are 
often scratched by them. 


Dear Reader—Cat scratch 


fever can be caused by any 
puncture or scratch on the 
skin. It doesn't have to be 
from the claws or teeth of 
the cat. It just happens that 
the cat is the most frequent 
source of these minor skin 
injuries in children. 


If it is caused by a cat it is 


not because the cat is sick, 
it is just because the germ 
that is responsible for the ill- 
ness is on the cat's claws or 
teeth. 


The 
truth is authorities 


haven't agreed yet on the 
exact cause of cat scratch 
fever, that is, whether it is a 
bacteria or virus or some 
other germ. Most investiga- 
tors think it is a virus.

Usual- 
ly even though the lyniph 
node may contain pus it is 
not drained because it will 
then take longer to heal. 
Rarely encephalitis may fol- 
low such an infection but 
that is true of most virus in- 
fections too. Fortunately, 
the type of encephalitis that 
has rarely been observed fol- 
lowing cat scratch fever ap- 
parently doesn't leave any 
residual brain damage. 


There really isn't any good 


treatment. Antibiotics don't 
affect viruses and they don't 
cure cat scratch fever. About 
the only thing the doctor can 
do is to provide symptomat- 
ic treatment to make the 
patient comfortable. 


I would like to add that 


considering the large num- 
ber of cats in families and 
the number of cat scratches 
it is rather remarkable how 
rare this problem really is.

But 
the new one has been ap- 
plauded, 
with 
some 
quali- 


fications, by specialists of var- 
ying sympathies, both on Arab 
affairs and Judaism. 


It says that peoples and gov- 


ernments in the Middle East 
"are now in a position to move 
toward reconciliation in a way 
that has not been possible" 
since 1947 on the eve of Israel's 
establishment as a nation. 


Oddly, the study says, the 


changes in climate on both 
sides have "occurred quite un- 
expectedly 
in many 
ways" 


since the June 1967 war, which 
Arabs called a "setback" and 
in which Israel annexed border 
areas. 


Although 
the 
Arab states 


have rearmed and occasionally 
resumed hostilities, the study 
adds, "they have undergone a 
marked adjustment of attitude 
not always apparent in public 
pronouncements ... 


"It's chief characteristic is 


the de facto acceptance of Is- 
rael." 


For Israel, an unforeseen re- 


sult of the 1967 annexations has 
been to open a "window on the 
Arab world," sharpening Is- 
rael's awareness that its des- 
tiny is linked with Arab prog- 
ress, the study says, adding: 


"Increasing numbers of Is- 


raeli 
Jews and 
Palestinian 


Arabs on both sides of the 1967 


cease-fire line recognize that 
violence has failed as a substi- 
tute for negotiation and mutual 
recognition." 


The 21,000-word document 


was drawn up by a 10-member 
United Presbyterian 
commis- 


sion, headed by the Rev. Dr. 
Elwyn Smith of Temple Univer- 
sity, and accepted by the de- 
nomination's recent assembly 
for churchwide study.

Anti-Busing 
Education 
Bill Passes

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Con- 


gress has sent a $21.3-billion 
education bill to President Nix- 
on and a message to the courts 
that it wants a halt in busing 
for school desegregation. 


The big education bill with its 


antibusing rider was passed by 
the House Thursday, 218 to 180. 
It had passed the Senate on a 


63-15 vote. 


The bill combines funding au- 


thorization for a wide variety of 
educational programs with a 
provision that would prevent 
federal court desegregation or- 
ders from taking effect for 18 
months unless all appeals have 
been exhausted. 


By the end of the 18 months, 


supporters 
of 
the provision 


hope, the Supreme Court will 
have fixed limits for busing for 
the purpose of school deseg- 
regation. 


The White House has said 


Nixon is dissatisfied with the 
busing provision—he is said to 
want a stronger moratorium— 
but sponsors of the bill expect 
him to sign it. 


Civil-rights liberals contended 


the busing provision signals a 
retreat from the nation's com- 
mitment to racial equality. 


The 
educational provisions 


were all but overlooked in the 
strident debate over busing. 


The main bill would: 
—Launch a new program of 


direct federal aid to colleges 
and universities that could pro- 
vide them with as much as $1 
billion a year. 


—Entitle every college stu- 


dent to a grant of $1,400 a year, 
minus what his parents could 
afford to contribute toward his 
education. 


—Authorize $1 billion a year 


to help elementary and secon- 
dary schools desegregate. 


—Establish

U.S. Court 
Throws Out 
Busing Plan 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - A 


massive busing plan proposed 
for city schools by a civil rights 
group has been rejected 
by 


U.S. 
District Court. 


It was the second time in a 


year that a major busing plan- 
aimed at achieving greater ra- 
cial 
balance 
for the city's 


schools has been turned down. 


Elizabeth Rindskopf, an at- 


torney for the National Associ- 
ation for the Advancement of 
Colored People, said Thurs- 
day's ruling "will be appealed 
if an appeal is appropriate. We 
do intend to take the case fur- 
ther." 


"It is the 'reasonableness' of 


the plan and whether it is con- 
stitutionally required or desir- 
able that troubles the court," 
said the written decision of 
Judges Sidney 0. Smith Jr. and 
Albert J. Henderson Jr. They 
said that since 1967 de facto 
segregation, outside the control 
of the school board, has pre- 
vailed in Atlanta. 


Busing as a "solution would 


simply speed up the transition 
of Atlanta to an all-black school 
system " by promoting white 
recourse to suburban and pri- 
vate schools, they added.
